Allred said, "for a special session 
to create an oil and gas

"I'm not dumb enough to think

The dispute concerned the gun- 
boat Monocacy, which was shak- 
en and showered with water but 
not damaged by the explosion of 
the mines 80 yards from the gun- 
boat's anchorage at Kluklang on 
Saturday. 


A protest by Commander C. V. 


Conlan, a reliable Informant said, 
was rejected by the Japanese vice- 
consul, who In effect contended 
that foreign warships were In bat- 
tle areas at their own risk. 


Lieut. Conlan was understood 


to have countered that he wais 
holding the Japanese responsible 
for 
any mishap resulting 
from 


Japanese operations, or from mine 
explosions, 
especially since 
the 


Nippon navy was sweeping the 
river continuously. 


It was stated by the Kluklang 


informant that the Monocney had 
a coal supply for one week and 
food for two; that Japanese had 
offered both coal and food but the 
Monocacy refused the offer, main- 
taining a right to navigate the

CRISIS AS 2,000 ALREADY IDLE 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 29.—</P) 
—An 
industrial 
crisis 
affecting 
many businesses, and more all-em- 
bracing than any In San Francisco 
since the 
1936 maritime strike, 


grew in gravity todny. 
More than 150 warehouses and 


liquor rectifying plants have been 
closed nnd additional ones were ex- 
pected to shut their doors today 
in a "hot cnrgo" dispute between 
operators and CIO warehousemen. 
As a result of the distributing in- 
dustry paralysis, more than 2,000 
workers wero idle. 
As the warehouse industry situa- 
tion took on grim aspects, n show- 
down neared In 
the threatened 
strike of AFL clerks in 27 major 
department 
stores: 
negotiations 
were broken off between the AFL 
Shoe and Textile Salesmen's union 
and operators of shoe nnd men's 
furnishing 
stores, 
Involving 
the 
possibility of a strike; a crucial 


meeting of thn AFL Grocery Clerks 
union with chain grocery stores 
was set for Tuesday. 


In the background, also, was the 
possibility of a break between em- 
ployers 
and 
CIO 
longshoremen 
over renewal of tho waterfront con- 
tracts next month. 


The warehouse dispute grew out 


of a strike weeks ago at the F. W. 
Woolworlh company warehouse. A 
traveling 
freight 
car 
from 
tho 


picketed Woolworth depot, loaded 
with school supplloe, was trundled 
hy a special switch engine from 
warehouse to warehouse, causing 
a tieup each nlace it stopped when 
warehousemen refused to unload 
the cargo. 


CIO unionists said the car had 
been loaded by "strikebreakers," 
but employers denied this nnd sold 
refusal of the workers to unload 
the car constituted Insubordina- 
tion.

PARTY PURGES 


The full significance of 


President 
Roosevelt's 
so- 


called "party purge" may 
be overlooked because of 
the general preoccupation 
with mere partisan issues 
and "practical politics." As 
some history-minded inter- 
preters see it, this presiden- 
tial drive is not merely an 
effort to corral a sure-fire 
majority to put through his 
immediate program for the 
next two years, but a de- 
liberate effort 
to accom- 


plish a more definite party 
cleavage. 


It has long been obvious 


to students of American pol- 
itics that the 
two 
major 


parties, in this generation, 
are not aligned in a clean- 
tut way for two opposite 
sets of political principles. 
They both consist of miscel- 
laneous groups, held togeth- 
er by name and tradition 
rather than 
basic 
ideals. 


This has been true at least 
since the time of McKinley 
and 
Theodore 
Roosevelt. 


New issues arise and old 
issues change their forms 
and names; but people, es- 
pecially in 
this 
country, 


tend to vote as their fath- 
v.vs and grandfathers vot- 
ed, and stick to names even 
when the names no longer 
fit realities. 


"Liberal" and "conserva- 


tive" are by no means def- 
inite terms, yet they seem 
to have more intrinsic mean- 
ing today in America, as 
they have long had in Eng- 
land and Canada, than some 
of the traditional terms we 
use. 
It looks to many ob- 


eervers as if Franklin Roose- 
velt, present head of one 
party, even while concen- 
trated on many local and 
transient issues, is ambitious 
to simplify things by bid- 
ding for Republican liberals 
and 
driving 
Democratic 


conservatives into the other 
party. 


If this is the case, and 


if he continues forcing the 
battle wherever justification 
or excuse appears, the coun- 
try is at least due for an- 
other lively couple of years. 
Especially 
if Republicans 


accept the challenge. 


An effort is being made 


to "integrate" public util- 
ities. Integration or integ- 
rity, whichever you want 
to call it, is a good thing 
anywhere.

Seven 


Points fundamental to the 
preservation of peace boil 
down to this: That a na- 
tion should be a good citi- 
zen in the community of na- 
tions as a man is in his own 
community. 


What does a good citizen 


do? On the individual side, 
a man attends to his own 
business with diligence and 
honor. He keeps his word. 
His home is 
orderly 
and 


friendly. On the communal 
side, he trades 
cheerfully 


and honestly with his neigh- 
bor; 
he respects his neigh- 


bor's private and family af- 
fairs. 
He neither meddles 


nor bristles. 
Live and let 


live is his motto. He gives 
his counsel and casts his 
vote for the good 
of 
his 


town. He does wh.it he can 
to help it, and everyone in 
it, to prosper. 
He keeps 


his own peace and helps his 
neighbors and his neighbor- 
hood to keep theirs. 
He 


does not have to bluster be- 
cause his mentality is sound 
and his conscience clear. 


A curiously immoral doc- 


trine has been f l o a t i n g 
around the world for a good 
many centuries—the belief 
that The State could justi- 
fiably do what would be 
wrong for 
an 
individual. 


This belief is one of the 
most deeply rooted causes 
for war. 
It is about time 


the world threw it away. 
Men 
singly and 
men in 


groups are the same men, 
subject to the same eternal 
principles. 


GREEN DUST BOWL. 
It snowed last winter on 


the great, semi-arid plains 
west of the Mississippi that 
were lately going up in dust 
and blowing millions of tons 
of topsoil over the eastern 
states. And in the. spring 
there were plentiful rains. 
So a miracle happened. 


The topsoil was not all 


gone. Farmers sowed again, 
and the seed 
grew, 
and 


those 
upland plains 
are 


green once more. 


True, the rains stopped 


in July, ' and some have 
feared that a new drought 
was developing. But the 
grass and grain so far have 
not been killed and the cur- 
rent weather cycle, suppos- 
ed to be produced by sun- 
spots, gives hope of a moist 
period lasting perhaps for 
several years. 


So pessimistic prophecies 


But the warn- 
ing remains. Nature can be 
pushed just so far.

"dry farmers" may be care- 
ful hereafter to deal more 
gently with that sensitive 
soil, plowing less of it and 
leaving more in grass that 
will hold the surface to 
gether.

That would be all right, 


and is what many free na- 
tions are doing; but unfor- 
tunately he adds: 


"The new fascist youth, 


the youth that has conquer- 
ed the Italian Empire, has 
only one ambition and is 
jealous of only one privil- 
ege—to bear arms in de- 
fense of its country." 


Youth in America 
and 


other democratic lands is 
willing to fight 
for 
its 


country, too, but has many 
ambitions, of which war- 
fare is a minor part. Our 
youth is more ambitious to 
labor for peace and to serve 
in peaceful pursuits. 


PLENTY OF FOLKLORE 


The Irish Folklore Com- 


mission has a J9b on its 
hands. Appointed' 12 years 
ago to collect the legends 
and fairy lore of the island, 
under Sean O'Sullivan, it 
has already gathered more 
than a million tales and is 
finding new ones every day. 


The job is literally end- 


less. The trouble is that the 
Irish people are not con- 
tent, like most races, with 
the store of legends and 
doings of the "wee people" 
in former times. They still 
believe in fairies and have 
so much inventive imagin- 
ation they go right on pro- 
ducing folklore. 


It will occur to Ameri- 


cans that one of the most 
recently famous sons of Ire- 
land, Douglas Corrigan, has 
done his bit in this field. 
He was qualified for it by 
heritage and character. He 
has talked with fairies and 
kissed the Blarney Stone, 
and now he himself is be- 
coming an Irish legend.

SICK RAILROADS 


The railroads have en- 


joyed a slight rally this 
summer, thank 
you, but 


they are still far from well. 
Out of thirteen 
railroads 


whose business for the first 
half of 1938 has been re- 
ported by the Wall Street 
Journal, twelve have shown 
losses. The Reading alone 
out of this group showed a 
net profit. Strong systems 
like the Pennsylvania and 
Southern 
Pacific 
suffered 


along with the small and 
weak ones. 


Every little gain helps a

But it begins to look as if 
more than this, and more 
than the fatter diet of bet- 
ter business would be need- 
ed before the rail transpor- 
tation of the country could 
be gotten into a really sound 
condition for jhe future. 


CYCLING IN THE PARK 


The bicycle is not "com- 


ing back." It IS back. It 
must be, when the metrop- 
olis of this hemisphere pro- 
poses to build 60 miles of 
bicycle paths in the pub- 
lic parks. This proposal is 
not intended to encourage 
a wholesome recreation so 
much as to adapt facilities 
to existing facts. 


There were 1.300,000 bi- 


cycles sold in the 
United 


States last year. This is not 
only seven times as many 
as six years ago; it is about 
250,000 more than the sales 
level at the beginning of 
the century, when the bi- 
cycle was king of the high- 
ways and the automobile 
was just getting started. 


A good deal of this new 


cycling wave is economic. 
The depression has stimu- 
lated use of the bicycle for 
riding to 
school 
and 
to 


work, and 
for 
delivering 


messages and 
small 
mer- 


chandise. But it is also ap- 
preciated lately for its all- 
around value, regardless of 
economic conditions.

Parks are ideal places for 
cycling. It would be fine if 
cities generally could pro- 
vide 
bicycle 
paths, 
for 


wholesome fun and keep- 
ing young riders off dan- 
gerous streets and crowded 
sidewalks.

HAWAIIAN BEET WORM

fall gardens should be 
prepared 


to control the Hawaiian beet web 
worm, hymcnla fnsclalls cramcr, 
saya J. N. Roncy, 
entomologist 
at the Texas agricultural experi- 
ment station here. 
Since 1933, he saya, the Insect 
has been conspicuous In Galves- 
ton county because of the lossea 
it has caused. 
Early fall beets 
have as a rule been completely 
destroyed. 
Damage also has oc- 
curred In tho lower Rio Grande 
valley. 


The adult of the Hawaiian beet 
wcbworm is a small brown moth 
little more than a half inch long 
with 
two white 
markings 
on 
each 
of the. front wings. 
Er-ily 


in July it lays its eggs upon the 
leaves of "careless weeds," 
us- 
ually 
In masses. 
After 
a 
few 
days tho eggs hatch and the cat- 
erpillars, which are watery white 
to dark green 
In color, spin a 


web over the leaves and usually 
feed In this protection. After tho 
beets appear the moths of the 
beet 
wchworm 
transfer 
their 
egg-laying 
to beet leaves, 
pro- 


ducing several 
generations. 
Roney said the laboratory for 
truck crop insect Investigation at 
Alta Loma recommends dust ap- 
plication of mixtures 
containing 


pyrethrum and sulphur beginning 
when tho beets are two or three 
inches tall. 
Applications 
should 


be made at the rate of 20 to 30 
pounds an acre at intervals of 
a week to 10 days and continue 
until the danger of insect attack 
is over. The mixture should con- 
tain at least .075 per cent pyre- 
thrins, this per centage 
indicat- 
ing the strength of the effect in- 
sectloidal mixture. 
A larger per 
centage of pyrethrlns would not 
harm plants or man, but would 
add to the expense of the Insecti- 
cide.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27. 


—(ff)—The 
agriculture de- 


partment announced today 
it would make loans on 
1938 
cotton 
at 
the base 


rate of 8.30 cents a pound. 


The department also an- 


nounced it had revised the 
loan program on last year's corn 
by raising the rate from 50 cents 
to 57 cents a bushel—the rate 
•which 
officials 
said 
would 
be' 


made available on the corn crop 
now being grown. 


The 8.30-cent loan rate will ap- 
ply to 7-S inch middling cotton, 
with 
differentials 
for 
other 


grades and staple lengths. This 
compares 
with a 
base rate of 


nine cents a pound on last year's 
crop. Loans are made to growers 
desiring to hold their crops off 
the market for possible 
better 


prices in the future. 


The loans actually will range 


from 5.30 cents a pound on 13-16 
Inch or shorter low middling to 
10.75 cents on 1 1-8-Inch or long 
good middling or bettor cotton. 


The full loan rate will be avail- 


able onlv to cotton growers who 
planted within this year's AAA 
acreage 
allotments. Non-cooperat- 


ors will be eligible for loans at 60 
per cent of the cooperators' rate 
and only on that part of their pro- 
duction In excess of their market- 
ing quotas. 


Under 
the revised corn 
loan, 


growers xvho already have placed 
grain under loan will be eligible to 
receive the Increased rate. 


Both cotton and corn loans will 
be made by tho Commodity Credit 
corporation. The cotton loans will 
bear four per cent interest and 
mature July 31, 1939. 


A special loan schedule was set 
up for Irrigated cotton grown In 
Western Texas, New Mexico, Ari- 
zona and California. It will range 
from 6.85 cents on 15-16 Inch spot- 
ted middling to 9.70 cents on 11-8 
inch or longer good middling and 
better grades. 


The 5O-cent corn loan on 1937 
corn mature on or before Novem- 
ber 1, 1938. Producers who now 
have such loans will have 
four 
possible 
methods 
of liquidating 


them, officials said. These are: 
1. They may pay off their loans 


In cash and secure possession of 
the corn collateral for feeding or 
for other purposes. . 


2. They may secure new loans at 


57 cents per bushel on their corn 
If the grain is in acceptable condi- 
tion.
